FOR   THE  A'EAR  1885. 

THE  Managers  of  the  Training-School  for  Nurses  in  presenting 
their  annual  report,  feel  that  the  work  of  each  year  grows 
in  appreciation  with  the  public,  and  in  enlarged  usefulness  and 
blessing  throughout  the  land. 

And  yet  the  question  is  repeatedly  asked  by  strangers.  When 
was  the  work  of  training-schools  first  begun,  and  what  led  to  its 
inauguration  ?  We  therefore  venture  again  to  reiterate  what  has 
been  so  often  said,  knowing  that  the  friends  of  the  School  who 
have  watched  its  progress  will  not  weary  of  the  oft-repeated  tale. 

In  1873  a  few  ladies  who  had  faithfully  visited  the  several 
hospitals  of  our  city  felt  deeply  the  necessity  of  more  efficient 
nursing  in  the  wards  of  those  institutions,  and  obtained  the  consent 
of  the  Medical  Board  of  Bellevue  Hospital  and  the  necessary 
authority  from  the  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction,  to 
take  charge  of  the  nursing  in  five  wards  of  Bellevue  Hospital. 

A  temporary  home  for  the  nurses  was  obtained,  and  Sister 
Helen,  for  many  years  attached  to  the  University  College  Hospital, 
of  London,  was  secured  as  superintendent.  It  is  largely  due  to  her 
extensive  knowledge  of  hospital  work  and  management  of  training- 
schools,  and  to  her  executive  ability,  that  the  Training-School  was 
so  thoroughly  organized  and  is  now  so  efficient. 

But  trials  and  discouragements  unlooked  for  were  met  by  those 
untiring  women  who  in  faith  were  determined  to  make  this  work 
a  success,  and  not  the  least  was  the  small  number  of  applicants 
for  admission  to  the  School. 
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A  career  of  the  widest  usefulness  was  opened  to  the  unemployed 
educated  women  of  our  country  who  were  dependent  upon  their 
own  exertions  for  support,  and  who,  by  acquiring  a  training  under 
physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  highest  standing,  would  secure  an 
honorable  and  assured  means  of  support.  And  yet  at  the  opening 
of  the  School  but  five  applicants  were  waiting  for  admission,  but  at 
the  end  of  the  second  year  the  managers  reported  the  work  as  most 
successful — that  the  most  intelligent  of  our  nurses  prove  the  most 
cheerful  workers — that  they  highly  appreciate  the  bedside  instruc- 
tion given  by  the  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  know  that  the  pro- 
fession they  are  acquiring  will  be  as  lucrative  as  it  is  useful  and 
honorable. 

In  1877,  five  years  after  our  feeble  beginning,  the  managers  re- 
port fifty  nurses  receiving  their  training  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  one 
hundred  and  eleven  persons  nursed  in  private  houses,  and  five  of  the 
graduates  heads  of  training-schools  or  matrons  in  other  hospitals. 
In  1879  all  the  female  wards,  two  male  wards  in  Bellevue  Hos- 
pital, with  the  Sturges  Pavilion  and  the  Emergency  Hospital,  were 
nursed  by  the  pupils  of  the  School. 

It  is  now  ten  years  since  the  first  class,  consisting  of  six,  was 
graduated,  and  we  now  number  244  graduates,  Bellevue  Training- 
School  being  the  first  regularly  organized  school,  and  the  fruits  of 
the  movement  of  the  "  Ladies  Committee," 

Many  other  schools  have  been  established  since  ours,  and  are 
proving  blessings  wherever  founded. 

The  number  of  desirable  applicants  to  the  School  is  increasing 
each  year,  and  from  the  large  number  desiring  to  enter  forty-four 
have  been  selected  and  received  on  trial  ;  thirteen  were  not  retained 
after  the  first  month  ;  five  of  these  voluntarily  left,  not  finding  the 
work  acceptable  to  them  ;  and  eight  were  not  considered  fitted  for 
the  responsibilities  which  they  must  assume. 

Canada,  England,  Ireland,  Germany,  and  twenty  of  the  States 
are  represented  in  the  School. 

The  superintendent  has  prepared  a  list  of  all  the  graduates,  with 
their  present  occupations  and  residence,  and  from  it  physicians 
and  others  can  easily  ascertain  if  a  nurse,  who  claims  to  have  been 
trained  here,  holds  a  diploma  from  the  School. 

The  list  shows  that  of  the  244  graduates  only  five  have  died  ; 
twenty-two  are  married  ;  twenty-eight  hold  responsible  positions 
in  hospitals,  as  heads  of  training-schools,  matrons,  and  head 
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nurses  ;  and  the  number  who  still  continue  to  practise  their 
profession  in  hospitals  or  private  practice  is  184. 

The  graduates  who  have  joined  sisterhoods  have  ample  oppor- 
tunity of  proving  the  benefit  of  their  training  as  nurses,  in  making 
them  more  useful  in  their  chosen  work  ;  while  the  nurses  who  are 
married,  or  whose  duty  requires  them  to  remain  at  home  with 
their  families,  find  their  training  adds  greatly  to  their  usefulness 
wherever  they  may  be  placed.  The  managers  are  often  rejoiced 
by  hearing  of  the  valuable  assistance  these  nurses  have  rendered 
in  cases  of  emergency  when  no  physician  could  be  found,  and 
when  their  knowledge  and  skill  have  made  them  blessings  to  the 
sick  and  injured. 

Four  of  our  nurses  are  connected  with  the  St.  Paul's  Home  for 
Trained  Nurses  in  Rome,  Italy,  where  Miss  Martin,  a  graduate  of 
the  School,  has  been  the  much-esteemed  superintendent  for  three 
years.  The  services  of  these  nurses  are  much  appreciated  by  the 
American  travellers  and  residents  there. 

During  the  present  year  a  special  committee  of  the  State 
Charities  Aid  Association,  impressed  with  the  great  need  of  an 
improved  class  of  attendants  for  the  insane,  resolved  to  try  the 
experiment  of  introducing  trained  nurses  into  the  insane  asylums. 
A  sum  of  money  was  raised  and  arrangements  made  with  Dr. 
Shaw,  Superintendent  of  the  King's  Co.  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  at 
Flatbush,  to  receive  such  nurses  and  to  give  them  practical  and 
theoretical  instruction  in  the  care  of  the  insane. 

Since  February  nine  nurses  have  entered  upon  the  work,  and 
five  have  completed  the  course  of  instruction.  They  passed  a  most 
satisfactory  examination,  and  received  certificates  signed  by  the 
physicians  of  the  asylum,  and  by  Drs.  Hitchcock,  Agnew,  and 
Edward  A.  Smith,  of  this  city.  As  a  result  of  this  work.  Dr. 
Shaw  has  established  a  training-school  for  the  attendants,  with  a 
superintendent  and  an  assistant,  both  of  whom  are  graduates  of 
our  School. 

There  have  been  also  several  applications  for  these  nurses  to 
take  charge  of  private  cases  of  insanity,  thus  showing  that  this 
special  course  of  instruction  at  our  asylums  will  prove  very 
valuable  to  the  nurses  themselves. 

The  general  health  of  the  nurses  has  been  good  through  the 
year,  but  in  the  early  part  of  January  one  of  our  number  died 
of  scarlet-fever  after  a  short  illness.    She  had  been  only  a  few

months  in  the  School,  but  the  universal  testimony  of  her  com- 
panions was,  that  she  had  passed  to  higher  duties  and  received  the 
welcome  plaudit  of  "  Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant."  Three 
of  the  nurses  contracted  typhoid  fever  during  the  summer,  while 
the  plumbing  of  the  hospital  was  being  renewed.  All  recovered 
and  are  now  at  their  accustomed  work.  The  Board  of  Health 
have  now  pronounced  the  plumbing  in  thoroughly  good  condition. 

The  number  in  the  School  for  the  past  three  years  has  been  sixty- 
four  all  that  can  be  received  with  our  present  accommodations.  The 
course  of  instruction  pursued  this  year  has  been  the  same  as 
usual,  consisting  of  class  teaching  every  week  by  the  assistant 
superintendent,  who  is  always  a  graduate  of  the  School,  lessons 
on  cooking  for  the  sick  by  the  superintendent,  and  the  regular 
courses  of  lectures  in  the  winter  by 
Dr.  Wylie,  on  Obstetrics. 

Dr.  F.  S.  Dennis,  on  Anatomy  and  Emergencies. 
Dr.  Griswold,  on  Diseases. 
Dr.  Biggs,  on  Physiology  and  Hygeine. 
But  we  depend  more  upon  the  practical  knowledge  acquired  by 
caring  for  the  large  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  than  upon 
the  best  theoretical  teaching.  The  objection  has  been  made 
to  our  School  that  the  teaching  given  here  goes  too  deeply  into 
physiology,  anatomy,  and  the  like  studies,  which  tends  to  make 
the  nurses  neglect  their  practical  duties,  become  opinionated 
and  disobedient  to  orders,  and  that  after  gradnation,  leaving 
their  own  profession,  they  will  aim  to  be  doctors.  This  is  the 
same  old  argument  and  objection  that  was  brought  forward  against 
the  introduction  of  training-schools  into  hospitals  a  long  time  ago. 
But  facts  disprove  these  assertions.  If  our  nurses  were  insubordi- 
nate and  deficient  in  practical  training,  their  services  would  not 
be  in  so  much  request  ;  the  calls  through  the  registry  this  year 
being  more  than  800,  this  does  not  include  the  large  number  that 
came  directly  to  the  graduates.  A  reference  to  the  list  shows  that 
of  the  244  graduates  only  five  hold  the  title  of  M.D. 

The  managers  do  desire  to  give  the  nurses  as  high  an  education 
as  the  time  and  circumstances  admit,  believing  that  without  some 
such  intellectual  incentive  and  recreation,  the  superior  class  of 
women  we  require  for  our  School  could  not  be  retained  and  sus- 
tained through  the  necessary  drudgery  of  training  to  be  a  nurse. 

The  thanks  of  the  managers  are  again  tendered  to  the  medical 
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Board  of  Bellevue  Hospital,  to  the  House  Staff,  and  to  the  Warden 
of  the  hospital,  for  their  continuous  courtesy  and  kindness  shown 
to  the  officers  and  pupils  of  the  School. 

The  managers  have  thus  fully  presented  the  work  of  the 
Training-School.  We  have  had  years  of  struggle  and  waiting, 
but  has  not  the  result  more  than  compensated  for  the  trial  ?  Do 
not  the  public  owe  the  Bellevue  Training-School  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude, and  will  they  not,  with  a  more  enlightened  knowledge  of 
our  work,  enable  us,  through  their  generosity,  to  enlarge  our 
means  of  usefulness.

MISSIONARY  NURSING. 

The  managers  desire  to  remember  with  affectionate  interest  the 
missionary  nurses,  who  have  been  educated  in  the  Training- 
School  and  are  now  caring  for  the  sick  poor  in  their  own  homes. 
Eight  missionary  nurses  have  been  working  during  the  past  year 
under  the  auspices  of  the  female  branch  from  City  Missions.  Five 
of  these  nurses  were  graduates  of  the  Training-School — one  of 
the  five  has  recently  sailed  for  her  home  in  Holland,  to  engage  in 
the  same  self-denying  work  there.  One  graduate,  who  has  been 
a  missionary  nurse  tor  several  years,  is  soon  to  sail  for  Rome, 
Italy,  to  join  the  nurses  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  who  care  for  the 
English-speaking  sick  in  that  city. 

The  missionary  nurses  have  made  8,557  visits  during  the  past 
year,  to  about  t,ooo  patients.  They  have  lent  340  articles,  and 
given  1,139  garments,  and  have  spent  $1,457.76.  They  have  taken 
35  patients  to  hospitals. 

In  early  autumn  a  trained  nurse  from  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  was  sent  to  look  into  the  work  of  district-nursing  here. 
She  visited  with  several  of  the  missionary  nurses,  and  returned 
full  of  enthusiasm,  confident  that  Providence  would  before  long 
form  a  similar  organization. 
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ADDRESS  TO  THE  GRADUATING  CLASS

Graduates  of  the  Bellevue  Training-School,  fellow  workers  in 
the  harvest  field  of  suffering,  it  is  my  pleasant  duty  to-night  to 
welcome  you  to  the  threshold  of  your  labors. 

The  lady  managers  have  brought  it  about  to  be  a  recognized 
custom  that  at  some  time  near  the  date  of  your  graduation  you 
should  be  collectively  presented  to  the  public  whom  you  aspire  to 
serve,  and  that  the  office  of  introduction  should  be  performed  by 
some  one  representing  the  medical  profession.  And  this  is  most 
appropriate  ;  for  as  you  individually,  at  some  day  near  at  hand,  are 
to  be  presented  to  some  sick  member  of  the  outside  world  by  a 
physician,  and  are  then  to  receive  certain  words  of  instruction  and 
perhaps  admonition,  so  it  is  most  natural  that,  in  being  turned 
out,  fledgelings  as  it  were,  from  the  maternal  nest  of  professional 
training,  you  should  be  presented  in  a  body  to  those  who  typefy 
your  future  patients,  and  should  receive  collectively  such  words  of 
general  cousel,  instruction,  and  friendly  warning  as  it  may  seem 
good  to  a  medical  man  to  pronounce. 

It  might  be  more  graceful  on  my  part  and  more  grateful  to  you, 
if  I  should  elect,  as  the  subject  of  my  discourse,  to  praise  you  for 
your  months  of  patient  labor  in  the  adjoining  hospital,  or  to 
glorify  the  admirable  efforts  of  the  lady  managers  and  the  execu- 
tive officers  of  your  School,  now  crowned  by  the  successful  termi- 
nation of  the  thirteenth  year  of  its  uninterrupted  prosperity.  But 
both  of  these  lines  of  thought  are  exhausted,  and  would  receive  no 
lustre  from  any  feeble  words  that  I  might  utter,  for  the  crystallized 
facts  of  your  presence  here  and  the  merited  renown  of  your 
School,  the  pioneer  of  its  class  in  America,  leave  nothing  untold. 
I  am  constrained,  therefore,  to  talk  to  you  of  your  own  future 
with  such  grace  as  I  possess,  trusting  only  that  what  I  shall  say 
may  be  received  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  spoken  and  may  bear 
all  the  fruit  in  the  way  of  advantage  to  you  that  I  could  wish. 

I  shall  talk  to  you  to-night  of  the  duty  of  the  nurse,  the  courage 
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of  the  nurse,  the  diposition  of  the  nurse,  and  the  honesty  of  the 
nurse. 

The  duty  of  the  nurse  is  included  under  the  three  heads — her 
obedience  to  the  physician,  her  loyalty  to  the  patient,  and  her 
abnegation  of  self.  If  she  is  true  in  these  respects  she  cannot 
well  fail  in  the  discharge  of  her  functions.  She  is  the  agent,  the 
professional  machine,  to  interpret  and  carry  out  the  instructions 
she  receives.  No  theories,  no  preconceived  ideas  of  her  own  may 
stand  in  the  way  of  her  execution  of  orders  when  received  from 
the  source  of  authority.  She  is  not  responsible  for  the  result  so 
long  as  she  adheres  to  the  course  laid  down.  When  she  departs 
from  this  track  she  assumes  personally,  it  may  be,  the  issue  of  life 
and  death,  and  arrogates  to  herself  a  position  and  a  responsibility 
for  which  she  has  had  no  adequate  training  and  which  she  is  not 
entitled  to  assume.  Zeal,  interest,  her  own  opinion, — none  of 
these  is  a  fitting  excuse  for  disobedience.  There  is  but  one 
straight  line,  there  is  but  one  truth, — there  is  but  one  obedience 
and  that  is  entire,  complete. 

Loyalty  to  the  patient  on  your  part  is  little  more  than  obedience 
to  the  physician's  instructions  and  the  exercise  of  such  general 
nursing  skill,  ability,  and  experience  as  you  may  possess — but  it 
involves  another  important  point,  and  that  is  fidelity  to  your 
engagements.  It  will  happen  to  one,  perhaps  to  each  of  you  at 
some  time,  that  having  exhausted  yourself  in  the  care  of  some 
case  of  contagious  disease,  when  your  patient  shall  have  died,  and 
you  perhaps  are  unjustly  blamed  as  having  contributed  to  the 
fatal  issue  by  some  action,  however  praiseworthy,  or  some  imputed 
neglect — then  tired,  dispirited,  unthanked,  perhaps  unpaid,  your 
next  patron  will  throw  you  over  and  break  her  engagement  with 
you.  This  is  simply  in  the  nature  of  things,  and  gives  you  no  just 
cause  for  complaint,  no  right  of  retaliation.  Your  duty  is  clear, 
and  your  word  must  be  your  law.  When  bound  in  a  matter  of 
time  by  engagement  to  one  case,  let  no  tempting  offer  from  a  fav- 
orite patron  allure  you  to  be  untrue  to  another  obligation,  if  you 
aspire  to  a  reputation  for  fidelity  in  the  work  you  have  under- 
taken, and  hope  to  enjoy  the  respect  which  such  a  reputation 
brings  with  it. 

The  abnegation  of  self  in  all  respects  is  so  obviously  a  part  of 
your  duty  that  it  seems  idle  to  do  more  than  mention  it.  In 
exercising  your  function  as  nurse  you  blot  yourself  out  entirely  ; 
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you  act  professionally  and  not  personally  ;  you  serve  the  beggar 
as  you  serve  the  prince  ;  you  do  all  that  in  you  lies  for  the  one 
you  serve  at  the  moment  ;  you  minister  to  suffering  itself  and  not 
to  the  sufferer  ;  you  fight  disease,  you  struggle  with  death,  and 
your  own  personality  should  sink  into  infinite  insignificance. 

The  courage  of  the  nurse — that  courage  which  she  will  surely 
be  called  upon  to  exercise — is  a  moral  one,  more  than  a  physical 
courage.  We  all  require  it,  no  matter  what  path  in  life  we  follow. 
How  well  I  remember  the  first  test  I  received  in  this  direction, 
when,  a  smooth-browed  boy,  I  captured  from  a  dispensary  my  first 
serious  capital  operation.  Flushed  with  enthusiastic  confidence, 
all  was  prepared  in  the  dingy  tenement  where  I  was  to  operate  ; 
the  patient,  an  old  man,  was  being  etherized  in  an  adjoining  room, 
when  his  wife,  a  burly  Irishwoman,  who  seemed  twice  my  size, 
called  me  aside,  uttered  her  remonstrance  against  the  operation, 
which  she  disapproved,  and  terminated  her  vigorous  peroration  by 
shaking  her  fist  under  my  nose  and  saying  :  "  Well,  you  may 
operate,  but  if  you  kill  him  I  '11  have  your  life."  The  memory  of 
the  cold  shudder  that  ran  down  my  back  I  can  almost  recall  now, 
and  it  is  perhaps  needless  to  add  that  that  patient  received  extra- 
ordinary care  and  made  a  prompt  recovery  after  his  operation. 

Little  incidents  like  these  occur  constantly — but  only  the  first 
one  costs  an  effort.  Be  firm  in  your  conviction  of  what  is  right, 
and  then  do  it  in  spite  of  all  protest.  Have  the  courage  of  your 
convictions,  and  act  up  to  them.  Let  no  persuasion  from  any 
member  of  the  family,  no  refusal  to  comply  on  the  part  of  your 
patient,  no  interference  from  an  outsider,  prevent  you  from  per- 
forming your  allotted  task — do  wholly  and  entirely  what  you  are 
ordered  to  do,  as  you  are  ordered  to  do  it,  and  let  the  respon- 
sibility rest  where  it  belongs,  with  the  physician. 

Physical  courage  you  v/ill  rarely  be  called  upon  to  exer- 
cise, but  if  occasion  demands  it,  be  strong  even  in  this  ; 
remember  in  the  future  you  are  no  longer  simply  women,  but 
you  are  nurses,  and  trained  nurses  at  that.  I  never  shall  forget 
the  contempt  I  once  experienced  for  a  nurse  who,  in  a  moment 
of  serious  surgical  emergency,  lost  her  head,  and,  retreating  to  a 
corner  of  the  room,  commenced  to  say  her  prayers.  Not  that 
the  prayers  might  rot  have  been  more  effective  than  my  poor 
human  exertions  ;  but  she  should  have  had  the  grace  on  that  occa- 
sion to  know  that  her  faith  without  works  was  not  likely  to  avail.

THE  DISPOSITION  OF  THE  NURSE. 

Under  this  head  I  wish  to  allude  to  the  temperament  the  nurse 
should  endeavor  to  acquire  in  order  that  her  contact  with  her 
patient  may  soothe  and  not  irritate.  Such  a  temperament  is  usually 
a  natural  gift,  but  it  may,  I  believe,  be  acquired,  or,  when  pos- 
sessed only  in  a  moderate  degree,  it  may  be  strengthened  by  cul- 
tivation. To  be  most  effective  in  a  sick-room  the  nurse  should 
be  personally  happy,  or,  if  this  is  not  possible,  she  should  be  at  least 
contented.  Happiness  and  contentment  are  two  entirely  dif- 
ferent things.  Happiness  is  born  in  one — it  is  a  personal  attri- 
bute and  cannot  be  acquired  ;  it  cannot  even  be  long  affected, 
for  the  sham  is  too  transparent  to  deceive  for  any  length  of  time. 
Contentment,  on  the  other  hand,  is  largely  a  matter  of  training 
and  of  philosophy.  Those  who  are  sensible  have  it  ground  into 
them  by  the  rebuffs  of  adversity,  and  it  may  be  assumed  nearly 
always  by  a  moderate  effort.  Therefore,  I  bid  you  be  contented, 
or,  if  you  have  not  the  virtue,  at  least  to  assume  it  for  your  patient's 
sake.  I  think  I  cannot  better  illustrate  the  difference  between 
happiness  and  contentment  than  by  recalling  two  stories  : 

One  is  the  story  of  some  Eastern  king,  who,  being  seriously  ill, 
failed  to  improve  under  the  ministrations  of  all  the  learned  phy- 
sicians of  his  realm.  They  gave  him  up  to  die,  so  he  sent  for  some 
wise  man  reputed  to  possess  great  powers,  and  this  one  told  him 
that  he  could  not  recover  unless  he  should  wear  the  shirt  of  a  per- 
fectly happy  man.  The  zealous  courtiers,  delighted  at  finding 
their  task  so  seemingly  easy,  crowded  around  their  prince  with 
the  assurances  of  speedily  providing  him  with  what  he  required. 
But  the  search  among  themselves  and  their  associates  proved  bar- 
ren— no  perfectly  happy  mortal  could  be  found  ;  so  they  divided 
into  bands  to  scour  the  entire  kingdom,  select  all  the  perfectly 
happy  people  they  could  discover,  and  bring  them  back  upon  a 
certain  day  to  compare  them,  select  the  happiest,  and  offer  his 
shirt  to  the  king. 

At  the  appointed  time  they  collected  at  the  spot  agreed  upon 
outside  the  city  wall,  and  were  one  and  all  chagrined  to  find  that 
none  of  them  had  been  able  to  discover  such  a  thing  as  a  perfectly 
happy  man  in  the  entire  kingdom.  Sorrowfully  they  entered  the 
city  to  report  their  failure  to  the  king,  when  they  noticed  lying 
upon  the  grass  in  the  sunlight,  a  man  who  was  laughing  as  if  in 
great  glee  at  something.    They  gathered  about  him  and  asked  him 
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why  he  laughed  when  they  were  so  sad.  He  replied  that  he  laughed 
because  he  was  so  perfectly  and  entirely  happy.  On  this  they 
began  to  ply  him  with  questions,  but  they  could  not  shake  his 
statement  of  perfect  happiness.  Satisfied  at  last  that  they  had 
the  right  man,  they  demanded  his  shirt,  whereupon  he  laughed 
louder  than  before,  while  delaring  that  he  had  never  possessed 
such  a  thing  as  a  shirt  in  his  life. 

The  contented  story  is  more  professional.  It  is  a  fracture  case. 
A  man  falls  and  breaks  his  leg.  His  sympathizing  physician 
condoles  with  him,  and  the  following  dialogue  ensues  : 

"  You  say  that  I  am  to  be  laid  up  in  bed  for  six  weeks  ? " 

^' Yes." 

"  But  I  can  have  my  friends  call  upon  me  ?  " 
''Yes." 

I  can  sit  up  in  bed  shortly  ? " 
"Yes." 

"  I  can  use  my  hands  to  hold  a  book,  to  write,  and  do  other 
things?" 
"Yes." 

"  Well,  then,  it  is  not  so  bad.  I  shall  enjoy  the  rest,  and  I 
thank  God  it  was  not  my  arm." 

This  patient  at  last  gets  out,  but  on  his  first  walk  he  falls  again 
and  breaks  his  arm.  Again  his  physician  condoles  with  him,  but 
he  says  : 

"  May  I  not  continue  now  to  walk  out,  to  visit  my  friends,  to 
see  the  beauties  of  nature,  with  only  my  arm  in  a  sling  ? " 
"Yes." 

"Well,  then,  it  is  not  so  bad  after  all.  I  thank  God  it  was  not 
my  leg." 

This  man  would  have  made  a  good  nurse. 

Cultivate,  then,  a  disposition  of  kindness  and  contentment. 
Let  not  your  own  moodiness  show  out.  The  patient  may  have 
her  whims — you  may  not.  Be  gentle  and  soothing  in  all  your 
acts,  and  never  begrudge  your  patient  the  physical  charity  of  a 
kindly  touch,  for  in  many  maladies  this  element  of  treatment  is 
more  important  than  any  combination  of  drugs. 

Finally,  and  most  important  of  all,  comes  the  honesty  of  the 
nurse.  Be  what  you  are,  and  affect  nothing.  Do  not  be  puffed 
up  by  an  assumption  of  superiority  on  account  of  your  training, 
or  because  you  may  happen  to  have  been  associated  with  some 
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brilliantly  successful  case.  Pretend  to  nothing,  but  do  your  work 
with  your  whole  might.  Aspire  to  succeed  and  to  reach  a  high 
level  in  your  calling,  but  only  by  legitimate  means,  and  scorn  to 
accept  the  imputation  of  powers  that  you  do  not  possess,  or  a 
position  which  you  have  not  honestly  earned.  Do  not  sham,  but 
try  to  accept  the  spirit  which  must  have  inspired  Mirza  Schaffy 
when  he  crystallized  into  words  the  same  idea,  so  gracefully  ren- 
dered by  the  German  translator  : 

' '  Wohl  besser  isl's  olm'  anerkemiung  leben, 

Und  durch  verdeinst  des  Hochstens  werth  zu  sein, 
Als  unverdient  zu 'm  Hochsten  sich  erheben, 
Gross  vor  der  Welt  und  vor  sich  selber  klein." 

'T  is  better  far,  without  man's  adulation, 
To  live  unknown  and  act  a  hero's  part, 
Than  undeserved  to  reach  the  highest  station — 
Great  but  in  name,  while  little  in  the  heart.

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REGULATIONS  FOR  TRAINING-SCHOOL 
FOR  NURSES. 

The  Committee  of  the  Training-School  for  Nurses  has  made  arrangements 
with  the  authorities  of  Bellevue  Hospital  for  giving  two  years'  training  to 
women  desirous  of  becoming  professional  nurses. 

Those  wishing  to  obtain  this  course  of  instruction  must  themselves  apply  to 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Training-School,  426  East  26th  Street,  New  York, 
either  in  person  or  by  letter,  upon  whose  approval  they  will  be  received  into 
the  School  for  one  month  on  probation.  The  preferable  age  for  Candidates  is 
from  twenty-five  to  thirty-five  years.  The  applicant  should  send,  with  answers 
to  the  paper  of  questions,  a  letter  from  a  clergyman  testifying  to  her  good  moral 
character,  and  from  a  physician  stating  that  she  is  in  sound  health.  Applicants 
are  received  at  any  time  during  the  year  when  there  is  a  vacancy,  except  in 
July  and  August.  During  the  month  of  trial,  and  previous  to  obtaining  a 
position  in  the  School,  the  applicant  must  be  prepared  for  an  examination  in 
reading,  penmanship,  simple  arithmetic,  and  English  dictation.  The  exami- 
nation is  to  test  the  applicant's  ability  to  read  aloud  well,  to  write  legibly  and 
accurately,  to  keep  simple  accounts,  and  to  take  notes  of  lectures.  This  amount 
of  education  is  indispejisable  for  a  member  of  the  School,  but  applicants  are 
reminded  that  women  of  superior  education  and  cultivation,  when  equally  qual- 
ified as  nurses,  will  be  preferred  to  those  who  do  not  possess  these  advantages. 

The  superintendent  has  full  power  to  decide  as  to  their  fitness  for  the  work, 
and  the  piopriety  of  retaining  or  dismissing  them.  She  can  also,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  committee,  discharge  them  at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct  or 
inefficiency.  During  the  month  of  probation  the  pupils  are  boarded  and  lodged 
at  the  expense  of  the  School,  but  receive  no  other  compensation.  They  are 
not  expected  to  wear  the  uniform  of  the  School,  but  must  come  provided  with 
dresses  of  washing  material  for  use  in  the  Hospital.  All  clothing  must  be 
plainly  marked. 

Those  who  prove  satisfactory  will  be  accepted  as  pupil  nurses,  after  signing 
the  following  agreement  : 

"  I,  the  undersigned,  hereby  agree  to  remain  two  years  in  the  Training- 
School  for  Nurses  as  a  pupil  nurse,  and  to  obey  the  rules  of  the  School  and 
Hospital." 

They  will  reside  in  the  Home,  and  serve  for  the  first  year  as  assistants  in  the 
wards  of  Bellevue  ;  the  second  year  they  will  be  expected  to  perform  any  duty 
assigned  them  by  the  superintendent,  either  to  act  as  nurses  in  the  Hospital, 
or  to  be  sent  to  private  cases  among  the  rich  or  poor. 

The  pay  for  the  first  year  is  $7.00  a  month,  for  the  second  year  $12.00  a 
month.  This  sum  is  allowed  for  the  dress,  text-books,  and  other  expenses  of 
the  nurse,  in  connection  with  her  work,  and  is  in  no  wise  intended  as  wages,  it 
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being  considered  that  the  education  given  is  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services. 
They  are  required,  after  the  month  of  probation,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the 
dress  prescribed  by  the  Institution  ;  which  is  of  blue  and  white  seersucker, 
simply  made,  white  apron  and  cap,  and  linen  collar. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  8  A.M.  to  8  p.m.,  with  an  hour  off  for  dinner 
and  additional  time  for  exercise  or  rest.  They  are  also  often  given  an  afternoon 
during  the  week,  and  have  a  right  to  the  half  of  Sunday.  A  vacation  of  two 
weeks  is  allowed  each  year. 

As  the  Institution  is  unsectarian  there  are  no  religious  services  connected 
with  it,  except  evening  prayers,  and  all  nurses  are  expected  to  attend  the  place 
of  worship  they  prefer  once  on  Sunday. 

COURSE  OF  TRAINING. 
The  instruction  includes  : 

1.  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  and  wounds  ;  the  application  of 
fomentations,  poultices,  cups,  and  leeches. 

2.  The  administration  of  enemas,  and  use  of  cathether. 

3.  The  management  of  appliances  for  uterine  complaints. 

4.  The  best  method  of  friction  to  the  body  and  extremities. 

5.  The  management  of  helpless  patients  ;  making  beds  ;  moving,  changing, 
giving  bath  in  bed  ;  and  preventing  and  dressing  bed-sores. 

6.  Bandaging,  making  bandages  and  rollers,  lining  of  splints. 

7.  The  preparing,  cooking,  and  serving  of  delicacies  for  the  sick. 

They  will  also  be  given  instruction  in  the  best  practical  methods  of  supplying 
fresh  air,  warming  and  ventilating  sick-rooms  in  a  proper  manner  ;  and  are 
taught  to  take  care  of  rooms  and  wards  ;  to  keep  all  utensils  perfectly  clean  and 
disinfected  ;  to  make  accurate  observations  and  reports  to  the  physician  of  the 
state  of  the  secretions,  expectoration,  pulse,  skin,  appetite,  temperature  of  the 
body,  intelligence, — as  delirium  or  stupor, — breathing,  sleep,  condition  of 
wounds,  eruptions,  formation  of  matter,  effect  of  diet,  or  of  stimulants,  or  of 
medicines  ;  and  to  learn  the  management  of  convalescents. 

The  teaching  will  be  given  by  visiting  and  resident  physicians  and  surgeons 
at  the  bedside  of  the  patients,  and  by  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent, and  Head  Nurses.  Lectures,  recitations,  and  demonstrations  will  take 
place  from  time  to  time,  and  examinations  at  stated  periods. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  thus  trained  can  choose 
their  own  field  of  labor,  whether  in  hospitals,  in  private  families,  or  in  district 
nursing  among  the  poor.  On  leaving  the  School  they  will,  after  passing  the 
final  examination,  each  receive  a  diploma  signed  by  the  Examining  Board  and 
by  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers.

REGULATIONS. 

The  charge  for  the  services  of  a  nurse  is  $3  a  day,  or,  if  employed  one  week 
or  more,  $16.00  per  week.  Travelling  expenses  and  washing  to  be  paid  by  the 
family  employing  the  nurse. 

When  the  nurse's  services  are  no  longer  required,  this  sheet  of  paper  is  to  be 
returned,  sealed  up,  with  a  candid  statement,  on  the  fly-leaf,  of  her  conduct 
and  efficiency,  either  from  one  of  the  family  or  the  medical  attendant,  together 
with  information  of  the  amount  to  be  paid,  and  whether  it  is  enclosed  or  will  be 
paid  at  the  office  of  the  Society. 

The  nurse  is  to  be  allowed  reasonable  time  for  rest  in  every  twenty-four 
hours  ;  and  when  her  services  are  needed  for  several  consecutive  nights,  at  least 
six  hours  in  the  day  out  of  the  sick-room  must  be  given  her. 

Except  in  cases  of  extreme  illness,  the  nurse  must  be  allowed  opportunity  to 
attend  church  once  every  Sunday. 

When  on  duty  the  nurse  is  always  to  wear  the  dress  prescribed  for  her  by  the 
regulations  of  the  Society. 

Patients  and  their  friends  are  invited  to  contribute  to  the  general  funds  of 
the  Society,  and  thus  assist  in  enabling  it  to  afford  the  advantages  of  gratuitious 
nursing  to  the  poor,  which  is  one  of  the  objects  the  Association  hopes  to 
accomplish. 

Where  it  is  possible,  a  few  days'  notice  of  the  nurse's  return  to  the  Home 
should  be  sent  to  the  superintendent.

Remarks  as  to  conduct,  efficiency,  etc. 
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BELLEVUE  REGISTRY  FOR  NURSES. 

The  managers  of  the  Training-School  have  established  a  regis- 
try for  their  graduates,  where  medical,  surgical,  and  obstetrical 
nurses,  and  those  competent  to  take  charge  of  nervous  patients, 
can  be  obtained  by  applying  either  in  person,  by  letter,  or  tele- 
gram, to  the  office  of  the  Society,  426  E.  26th  Street. 

The  terms  of  the  registered  nurses  are  $20  per  week,  for  con- 
tagious cases  $25  per  week,  unless  special  arrangements  are  made 
with  the  nurse  for  more  or  less  pay. 

A  list  of  these  nurses  will  be  found  on  page  47. 

1.  The  fee  is  $10  a  year,  due  after  January  ist, 

2.  Nurses  are  to  keep  the  superintendent  informed  of  their  place  of  resi-  - 
dence,  and  when  they  are  ready  for  a  call,  and  also  when  they  have  accepted  a 
case,  either  obtained  from  the  office  or  from  any  other  source. 

Postal  cards  addressed  to  the  office  will  be  furnished  for  this  purpose. 

3.  Nurses,  while  in  attendance  in  the  sick-room,  are  to  wear  a  cap,  apron, 
and  a  dress  of  washing  material,  unless  the  patient  or  family  object,  or  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  render  such  a  dress  inappropriate. 

4.  Nurses  are  to  report  to  the  office  when,  from  sickness  or  any  other  cause, 
they  are  obliged  to  leave  a  patient  who  still  needs  the  services  of  a  nurse,  so 
that  their  place  can  be  supplied  as  soon  as  possible. 

5.  It  is  the  duty  of  a  nurse  to  take  the  care  of  the  patient's  room,  if  her 
time  is  not  fully  occupied  by  the  patient  ;  and  also  to  make  herself  generally 
useful  and  acceptable  to  the  family. 

6.  Before  making  an  engagement  a  nurse  should  mention  her  terms,  or  if 
that  is  not  practicable,  then,  as  soon  after  as  convenient,  and  when  an  engage- 
ment is  once  made,  she  should  consider  herself  bound  to  keep  it,  and  not  be  in- 
duced to  break  her  word  in  order  to  please  a  patient  or  to  secure  a  more  advan- 
tageoiis  position. 

If  any  graduate  of  the  School  in  charge  of  a  case  has  proved  unsatisfactory, 
the  employer  is  requested  to  report  the  fact  to  the  superintendent. 

The  regulations  for  employers  generally  used  in  registries  for 
nurses  are  : 

1.  Travelling  expenses  and  washing  are  to  be  paid  by  the  employers  of  the 
nurses,  unless  some  different  arrangement  has  been  made  between  them. 

2.  A  meal  should  be  provided  for  a  nurse  when  she  is  required  to  be  awake 
all  night. 
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3.  When  it  is  necessary  for  a  nurse  to  care  for  a  very  sick  person  for  several 
nights  in  succession,  she  should  be  allowed  not  less  than  six  hours'  sleep  during 
the  days, 

4.  When  taking  entire  charge  of  a  nervous  patient  night  and  day,  though  a 
nurse  may  not  lose  her  sleep,  it  is  better  for  both  patient  and  nurse  that  she 
have  some  time  for  exercise  in  the  open  air  apart  from  the  patient. 

It  is  not  expedient  to  multiply  rules,  as  they  are  not  all  of  general  appli- 
cation, and  many  details  must  be  regulated  by  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 
We  only  ask  for  the  nurses  the  consideration  and  kindness  due  to  those  who 
contribute  so  much  to  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  members  of  the  family.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Society  ahall  be  known  by  its  incorporated  name  of  "  The  Training- 
ScHOOL  FOR  Nurses."    (Incorporated  February  5,  1874.) 

ARTICLE  n. 

The  object  of  the  Society,  as  defined  by  its  Charter,  is  '*  the  selection,  edu- 
cation, training,  and  providing  of  suitable  persons  as  nurses  for  the  sick." 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Society  shall  report  monthly  and  annually  in  writing  to  the  "  New  York 
County  Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue  and  other  Public  Institutions,"  a  branch 
of  the  State  Charities  Aid  Association. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary  Members,  Benefactors,  Patrons, 
Members,  and  Associate  Members. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  by  ballot 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  from  among  its  Members.  In  case  of  the  death  or 
resignation  of  an  officer,  a  successor  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  may  be 
elected  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  by  ballot,  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  any 
Regular  or  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board,  two  weeks'  notice  having  been  given 
in  writing  to  the  Members  by  the  President  or  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
shall  call  Special  Meetings  at  discretion,  or  upon  the  written  request  of  three 
Members.  The  President  shall  name  the  Members  of  Standing  and  Special 
Committees,  and  shall  appoint,  annually,  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  gen- 
tlemen. Members  of  the  Society,  but  not  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
to  examine  and  report  upon  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Vice-President  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  perform  the  duties 
of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining  to  this  office. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  invest,  and  take  charge  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  and  shall  make  written  Monthly  Reports  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  of 
the  condition  of  the  Treasury,  and  a  written  Annual  Report  to  the  President, 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  not  less  than  eleven  Mem- 
bers. Five  Members  of  this  Board  shall  be  Members  of  the  New  York  County 
Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue  and  other  Public  Institutions.  The  Board 
may  make  its  own  By-Laws,  and  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  body.  The  Board 
may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  remove  any  Member  for  cause.  It  shall  prepare  the 
Annual  Report,  and  submit  it  to  the  Society  for  approval  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing. It  shall  hold  its  Annual  Meeting  just  previous  to  that  of  the  Society.  No 
Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  receive  a  salary  nor  any  compensation 
for  services  rendered.  Five  Members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
at  any  Meeting. 

The  absence  of  any  Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  from  Meetings  of 
Committees  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a  Member,  for  a  consecutive  period  of 
three  months,  without  giving  notice  to  the  Secretary,  may  be  considered  by  the 
President  as  equivalent  to  a  resignation. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  control  the  management  of  the  School,  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  and  remove  the  Superintendent  of  the  School,  and  shall 
determine  the  salaries  of  all  nurses  and  subordinates. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  upon  Nominations,  composed  of  the  President 
and  three  Managers.  The  names  of  persons  eligible  for  Managers  of  this  In- 
stitution shall  be  presented  to  this  Committee,  and  in  the  event  of  vacancy  in 
the  Board,  this  Committee  shall  report  and  recommend  the  party  or  parties 
eligible  for  election.  After  such  nominations  by  the  Committee,  one  month 
shall  elapse,  when  the  election  shall  take  place  by  ballot  at  any  Meeting  at 
which  two  thirds  of  the  Managers  are  present. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall,  with  the  Treasurer,  manage  the  finances  of 
the  Society. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  chosen  only  for  important  service  and  valuable 
aid  rendered  to  the  School.  They  shall  be  exempted  from  the  payment  of  all 
dues.  They  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  elected  by  the 
Society  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Benefactors. — Any  person  who  shall  give  One  Thousand  Dollars  at  one  time 
to  this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  membership,  without  the 
payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Benefactor  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  tzuo 
pupils,  who,  upon  conforming  to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  preference 
over  all  other  applicants  to  the  first  two  vacancies,  and  be  received  and  trained 
in  the  School. 
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ARTICLE  XVI. 

Pati-ons. — Any  person  who  shall  give  Five  Hundred  Dollars  at  one  time  to 
this  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  membership,  without  the 
payment  of  annual  dues.  A  Patron  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  pupil, 
who,  upon  conforming  to  the  rules  for  admission,  shall  have  a  preference  to  the 
first  vacancy,  and  be  received  and  trained  in  the  School. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  must  be  nominated  in  UTiting  by  a  Member 
or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society  ;  the  name  of  the  proposed  Member  and 
the  Proposer  being  sent  to  the  Secretary,  to  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the 
Board  of  Managers.  If  elected,  and  upon  payment  of  annual  dues,  he  or  she 
shall  become  a  Member  or  Associate  Member  of  the  Society.  The  annual  dues 
of  a  Member  shall  be  ten  dollars,  of  an  Associate  Member  five  dollars,  payable 
immediately  after  election,  and  subsequently  in  January  of  each  year.  Mem- 
bers shall  be  entitled  to  two  votes  at  all  Regular  and  Special  Meetings  of  the 
Society,  and  Associate  Members  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Members  and  Associate  Members  may  at  any  time  commute  all  annual  dues 
for  life  by  the  payment  of  One  Hundred  Dollars,  and  Fifty  Dollars,  respectively. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  January.    The  fiscal  year  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  calendar  year. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Sub-Committees  must  be  in  accordance  with  and  sub- 
ordinate to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  The  By-Laws  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  must  be  in  accordance  with  and  subordinate  to  these  By- 
Laws  of  the  Society.  These  By-laws  can  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
Members  of  the  Society,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  any 
Regular  or  Special  Meeting,  the  text  of  the  proposed  amendment  having  been 
sent  to  each  Member  a  fortnight  previously  by  the  Secretary.
